The financial ca’culations of the Mont- 
gomery junia have utterly failed. The 
Confederate treasury is without money. 

pe only available source of supply pro- 
vided by their congress is cut off. Fors 
month or two, considerable revenne was 
derived from imposis‘tevied upon foreign 
and American goods; but the blockade 
has destroyed this income and left the reb- 
el leaders destitute of the simews of war. 
The fifcen million loan was subscribed 
and paid in depreciated bank notes, and is 
all expended. Direct taxation, ferced loan, 
and shin-plasters ‘are the remaining expe- 
dients. Shin-plasters have been extensive- | 
ly resorted to already, and are nearly 
worthless. Confiscation of Northern debts 
and property bas been legalized, but af- 
forded the insurgent government very little 
relief, and chiefly benefitted dishonest in- 
dividucls for the time being. The conspi- 
tators fear to venture on direct taxation, 
lest there may be revolt among their 
subjects, against the tax gatherer. The 
condition of the insurgents for this 
great contest may be judged by the fact, 
that the circulating medium is already ex- 
elusively depreciated bank notes, and shin- 
’ ‘plasters redeemable in bank notes; or 
treaeury scrip payable from a treasury con- 
taining not a dollar. The rebel financiers 
have reached a point where all devices fail 
them. Wich an armed force on foot, cost- 
ing for maintainance a million and a half 
ot dollars a weck, the rebel leaders have 
no revenues. Hopeless bankruptcy stares 
them in the face. A spasmodic effort 
may keep tucir forces in the field a few 
months ai the utmost; but every day the 
difficulties will accumulate. As neither 
cer or private can expect to receive any pay 
save worthless scrip and shinpiasters, dis- 
content ending in demoralization will s¢ize 
on thelr army, and melt it away. The 
end of the war is not far distant. The 
great tlavehoider’s rebellion will seon be 
‘erushed out, and its authors, fomenters 
and supporters laid low and humbled in 
the dust. There may be a temporary per- 
severance in hostilities; some hot battles 
may be fought; but the insurrection al- 
ready experiences the pangs of hunger 
and will soon starve to death.
